AUSTIN, 
July, 20.—(Spl.)—Dur- 


ing the past mon'th the cotton sit- 
uation has been largely a struggle 
between rather" unfavorable crop- 
growing conditions on the one hand 
and an unusually poor period for 
the textile Industry on the other, 
according to Bervard Nichols, ed- 
itor of the Texas Business Review, 
issued, monthly by the Bureau of 
Business Research at the Univer- 
sity of Texas, 
Moreover, he ex- 


plained, mills in Europe ovn com- 
plaining of the continued dull bus- 
iness and the poor demand far 
cloth In India and- China. 


"Weather conditions In the east- 


ern belt have been somewhat . un-
